Bells 


THE bells ringing from St 
Bartholomew’s Parish 
Church, Crewkerne, are to 
benefit from a “once-in-a- 
century” overhaul costing 
£ 8 , 000 . 

The eight graduated cast- 
iron bells, which weigh 
from less than a quarter to 
more than a ton, had their 
last major service in 1894. 

But bits have been 
falling off in recent 
months and the time is 
now ripe for some repairs, 
according to church 
spokesman Les Lloyd. 

“The bells have started to 
show their age and various 
parts have broken or just 
fallen off and had to be re¬ 
placed by the tower repair 
team,” he said. 

“The clapper fell from 
the fourth bell. Matters 
were then complicated by 
the loose clapper jamming 
between the bell and the 
tower wall. 

“There have also been 
problems on the third and 
seventh bells in recent 
months, so the service is 
just in time.” 

The work, which will 
take months to complete, 
will involve: 

• painting the iron frame¬ 
work on which the bells 
sit;

ALWAYS HERE TO HELP 
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for youth centre Heritage centre to get council cash boost 


WEDNESDAYS will continue being wild - and Fridays, 
fun - thanks to a cash boost for a popular community 
facility in Crewkerne. 

The West One Youth and Community Centre was 
thrown a financial lifeline when the district council 
agreed to meet a £1,250 shortfall in its budget. 

Members of the South Somerset Area West Com¬ 
mittee heard at its latest monthly meeting that the 
centre is struggling to make ends meet with pro¬ 
jected income of almost £21,630, but expected run¬ 
ning costs of £22,875. 

A finance officer's report revealed that the centre 
has had to trim certain activities because of county 
council cutbacks. 

The officer said: "The centre continues to provide a 
home to an after school club, a playgroup, and a va¬ 
riety of youth sessions. But, last year Somerset 
County Council Youth Service reduced the number 
of youth sessions they could deliver in Crewkerne 
down to one per week - the senior club aimed at 
teenagers. 

"In order to ensure that the younger teenagers and 
children in Crewkerne did not lose out, the West One 
trustees worked with Crewkerne Town Council to 
commission the services of a local company called 
Active Learning and Skills. 

"AL&S have been running two sessions a week in 
Crewkerne: Wild Wednesdays and Fun Fridays. 

"These are proving very popular with up to 30 chil¬ 
dren and young people attending each session. 

"Over the past year a major priority for the trustees 
has been their involvement in progressing the proj¬ 
ect to build the George Reynolds Centre, a new com¬ 
munity youth and sport facility at Henhayes. 

"Early in March, building work started on the 
George Reynolds Centre, which will provide a new 
home for all the users of West One Youth & Commu¬ 
nity Centre, as well as the main sports clubs in the 
town. It is envisaged that the users of West One will 
be able to move into their new home in Autumn 
2012 ." 

Area West committee members unanimously voted 
to make a grant of £1,248 to the West One Centre.

COUNCILLORS have 
stumped-up more than 
£1,400 to help with the 
running costs of the 
Crewkerne Heritage Cen¬ 
tre. 

The East Street centre, 
which welcomes 4,000 
visitors and users a year, 
struggles to meet its run¬ 
ning costs. 

But members of South 
Somerset’s Area West 
Committee have unani¬ 
mously agreed to meet 
this year’s expected short¬ 
fall. 

An officer’s report put 
in front of the committee 
revealed that the centre 
has projected running 
costs of £10,200 and an 
estimated shortfall of 
£1,409. 

The officer stated: 
“Crewkerne Heritage 
Centre is a very popular 
and highly regarded at¬ 
traction within the town. 

“It houses a museum, 
local history room and a 
lettable meeting room. 

“The trustees, supported 
by a dedicated group of 
volunteers, have worked 
hard to increase the pro¬ 
file of the Heritage Cen¬ 


tre, raise funds and keep 
running costs to a mini¬ 
mum.” 

The officer said suc¬ 
cesses and achievements 
over the past 12 months 
include: 

• attracting more visitors 
to the museum; 

• renegotiating lower- 
cost contracts with en¬ 
ergy, communication and 
insurance providers; 

• running a successful 
art exhibition last Novem¬ 
ber, which helped raise 
further funds; 

• increasing sales in the 
museum shop; 

• boosting the number of 
volunteer helpers; 

• being actively in¬ 
volved in the Promoting 
Crewkerne project, lead 
by SSDC; and 

• carrying out repairs to 
the stairwell wall. 

He added: “The mu¬ 
seum exhibitions planned 
for this year reflect events 
happening nationally. 

“A ‘Queen and Country’ 
exhibition will use news¬ 
papers, magazines, mem¬ 
orabilia and fashion to 
detail life, culture and 
events throughout the past

“A second exhibition 
during the summer 
months is titled ‘Play the 
Game’ and will show the 
importance of sporting ac¬ 
tivities in Crewkerne 
throughout the past cen¬ 
tury.” 

Heritage centre adminis¬ 
trator Janet Harris said the 
trustees would be de¬ 


lighted with the contribu¬ 
tion from South Somerset. 

• During the season, the 
museum is open from 
10.30am until 4pm on 
Wednesdays, Thursdays 
and Fridays, and from 
10.30am until 1pm on 
Saturdays. 

Its season runs from the 
start of April until the end 
of September. 


■ WHILE the latest cash grant from South Somerset 
District Council to the Crewkerne Heritage Centre is 
more than welcome, belts are getting tighter. 

South Somerset gave the centre £2,100 last year, 
£1,400 this year, and has signaled that it can only af¬ 
ford £700 next year. 

And after that... nothing. 

Volunteer administrator Janet Harris said the centre 
was constantly seeking ways to boost its income. 

In the last couple of years it has put on extra regular 
coffee mornings, launched a regular"100 Club"prize 
draw. 


Eyesore area to get £ 12,000 makeover 


GOOD news for cyclists, swimmers 
and pedestrians - but bad news for 
town-centre rubbish pests. 

A £12,000 scheme to spruce-up an 
eyesore area at the entrance to the 
Crewkerne Aqua Centre can go 
ahead, thanks to a £5,900 grant from 
the district council. 

The revamp will also result a se¬ 
cure store for the centre’s dustbins, a 
covered cycle shelter, and the re¬ 
moval of an earth bank that causes 
flooding. 

Members of South Somerset’s Area 
West Committee heard that civic 
chiefs in Crewkerne are hoping to 
make the area near the Henhayes 
recreation ground more welcoming 
for residents and visitors. 

An officer’s report stated: “The 
plan is to enhance the area whilst im¬ 
proving facilities for cyclists to the 
Aqua Centre and the Henhayes 
recreation ground. 

“This will be achieved by installing 


a secure bin store and a covered 
cycle rack. 

“Pedestrians wishing to access the 
recreation ground generally walk 
past the Aqua Centre entrance and 
along the footpath. 

“This area looks unsightly because 
the Aqua Centre has to put their 
waste bins there. 

“This not only looks untidy, it also 
creates a poor impression for any 
visitors driving to the car park in the 
town centre. 

“As the bins are positioned in such 
a visible location, members of the 
public feel they can use them. This 
attracts fly-tippers. 

“The bins have locks to discourage 
such use, but this has resulted in 
them being vandalised. 

“To rectify the problem, the town 
council would like to install a secure 
bin store to the right of the building, 
which would be less visible. 

“In addition there is a lack of cycle 


facilities in the Henhayes area. The 
cycle racks that do exist are not cov¬ 
ered. 

“The town council would like to 
encourage more people to cycle to 
their amenities and plans to install a 
cycle shelter that will make it easier 
for people. 

“The shelter would be located next 
to the bin store. 

“Both will be to the right of the 
Aqua Centre entrance and beside the 
footpath to the recreation ground. 

“This area is dominated by a large 
earth bank, which causes the foot¬ 
path to flood occasionally. 

“The bank will be removed and 
drainage will be provided to ensure 
flooding does not happen.” 

The officer added that the town 
council and Aqua Centre needed 
£5,925 for the project. 

Members of the Area West Com¬ 
mittee unanimously agreed to fund 
the shortfall. 


Better view for movie club members 


MEMBERS of the Film- 
Crew movie club can look 
forward to a better view of 
the big screen, thanks to a 
bumper cheque for £1,250. 

The money will come 
from the coffers of South 
Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil’s Area West Committee 
and will enable the club to 
buy much-needed black¬ 
out curtains. 

Committee members 
heard that the club, which 
was established in 2009, 
puts on monthly film 
shows at Wadham School 


for nine months of the year 
for the population of 
Crewkerne and district. 

An officer’s report on the 
grant application stated 
that: “The club is growing 
rapidly, having increased 
its membership by more 
than 50 per cent in the last 
year. 

“At present it has 126 
members and is advertis¬ 
ing to attract more. The 
club has 12 volunteers and 
a committee of nine.” 

The officer added: “The 
grant under application is 


to go towards the cost of a 
set of blackout curtains for 
the school auditorium. 

“This will improve the 
quality of the presenta¬ 
tions, which will in turn 
continue to attract new 
members. 

“The additional member¬ 
ship fees will then help to 
ensure the future sustain¬ 
ability of the club. 

“Wadham School will 
also benefit from use of 
the curtains for their pro¬ 
ductions. 

“The group is independ¬ 


ent of the school. Although 
Wadham students are eli¬ 
gible, none have joined so 
far. 

“FilmCrew and Wadham 
School have together 
raised £1,630 including a 
grant from Crewkerne 
Town Council. 

“They are looking to 
South Somerset District 
Council for a grant of 
£1,250.” 

Area West committee 
members unanimously 
agreed to the grant.

Solar panel scheme turned 
down by district planners 


PLANNERS have blocked a bid to 
erect 178 solar panels at Merriott 
because they would blot the land¬ 
scape and clash with a nearby 
listed building. 

Truro-based renewable energy 
developers e-tricity applied to put 
up the panels on behalf of Nigel 
Witcombe, who owns and occu¬ 
pies Manor Farm. 

The panels would theoretically 
generate enough electricity to 
power 14 homes. 

But members of the South Som¬ 
erset Area West committee threw 
out the scheme after considering a 
report by planning officer John 
Millar. 

He told members: “The applica¬ 
tion relates to an area of agricul¬ 
tural land forming part of Manor 
Farm, which is located on the east 
side of Fower Street, Merriott. 

“The site is adjoining the farm¬ 
yard and lies just beyond the de¬ 
velopment limits of the village. 

“It is also just outside the local 
conservation area. There is a grade 
II listed dwelling immediately to 
the west, only 5m from the appli-

cation site. 

“The application is to install 178 
solar panels on fixed frames. 

“The arrays will be at a height of 
2.6m and will be contained within 
a 2m tall fence covering an area of 
18m by 51m.” 

The council’s Fandscape Archi¬ 
tect also told the committee: “I 
have concern over the site selected 
for this array.” 

He said that there was “clear in¬ 
congruity” in having the panels so 
close to a listed building. 

He added: “The proposal to fence 
the array within a chain link enclo¬ 
sure is contrary to SSDC’s guid¬ 
ance on PV installations. 

“Also, on other e-tricity sites, a 
heavy form of anchoring has been 
used for the array, which has an in¬ 
dustrial form and is not appropriate 
for a rural location. 

“I would not altogether discount 
a potential for PV on this farm. 

“But this is not the location, and 
with the conservation area also 


nearby, I am not certain that there 
is a ready option.” 

The council’s Conservation Man¬ 
ager expressed similar doubts: 
“The height, prominence, exposure 
and proximity to the adjacent listed 
building, the visibility of the site, 
and the way the proposal would 
impinge on the view of the listed 
building from the public footpath 
are all issues that make me recom¬ 
mend against this. 

“The high metal fencing and lack 
of any landscape mitigation are ad¬ 
ditional factors that would result in 
harm to the setting of the listed 
Monkhouse Farm. 

“It would seem to us that there 
might be an alternative site here¬ 
abouts, which with a lower form 
and careful landscaping, might 
overcome the objection.” 

Members heard that there had 
been no objections - or letters of 
support - from members of the 
public. 

They voted in accordance with 
their officers’ recommendations 
and refused the application. 

The applicant can appeal.

DURING a visit to Holy- 
rood Academy, in Chard, 
MP David Laws was intro¬ 
duced by headteacher

of the camp himself. 

The Holocaust Educa¬ 
tional Trust chooses two 
students from each college 
and sixth form in the re¬ 
gion every year. The group 
all attended an orientation 
seminar where they met a 
camp survivor before trav¬ 
elling together. Henry said 
that since returning they 
had spoken to the gover¬ 
nors about their visit and 
how it had impacted on 
them and they were plan¬ 
ning to deliver a presenta¬ 
tion to their sixth form. 

Mr Hicks added that the 
presentation the Henry and 
Natalie had given to the 
governors was very power¬ 
ful and moving and hadn’t 
left a dry eye in the house. 

Next to speak was Mollie 
Broadley who introduced 
her friend Chris Goodhew, 
explaining that his mother 
had died of cancer last 
year. She and five other 
friends had decided to get 
together to help take his 
mind of things and raise 
some money for cancer re¬ 
search, planning a cycle 
ride across the Somerset 
Levels. They took it to 
their head of year who 
thought their target of 
£1,000 rather ambitious 


but the event held in 
March was very success¬ 
ful with eight cyclists tak¬ 
ing part. The MP was very 
impressed to hear that to 
date they had raised 
£5,229 and money was 
still coming in. 

Hannah Johnson was se¬ 
lected to represent Eng¬ 
land in the world baton 
twirling championships in 
Switzerland. She was in 
the top six of the duet cat¬ 
egory and top ten as an in¬ 
dividual and showed Mr 
Laws her medal, and told 
him how she was the Eu¬ 
ropean Champion last 
year and would be com¬ 
peting again this year in 
Holland. The MP com¬ 
mented it was “quite an 
achievement”. 

Cycling champion Ryan 
White explained he would 
be representing the school 
in the British School Cy¬ 
cling Association National 
Championships on May 
20th in the Midlands. 
Ryan explained how he 
had joined 1st Chard 
Wheelers, and now cycles 
about 150 miles a week.

THE SWIMMING pool at 
Greenfylde School in 
Ilminster was officially re¬ 
opened by the Mayor, 
Councillor Carol Goodall, 
on Saturday. 

Headteacher John Jeffery 
thanked the large crowd of 
families and the Mayor for 
attending. He said: “Last 
year, at this time the gov¬ 
ernors were in a real 
dilemma over what to do 
with the pool.

We consulted with 
parents who quite obvi¬ 
ously wanted to keep it 
open and a group of par¬ 
ents have taken hold of 
that problem and raised a 
great deal of money for us 
in a very short time with an 
impressive effort, and to 
them we are very grateful 
indeed.” 

Mr Jeffery went on to ex¬ 
plain that the pool was the 
oldest in Somerset. 

He said: “There was first 
a pool here in 1896 so to 
close it would have been a 
real shame. The decision to 
open it was a difficult one 
but it has proved worth¬

while. The children in 
school now go swimming 
twice a week again as part 
of their PE and in the past 
two weeks, since we’ve 
been back from Easter, as

You see, I 
grew up in a very rural 
area when it was not com¬ 
mon for first schools to 
have access to swimming 
pools. I never learnt to 
swim, I did once try when 
I was a teenager but an¬ 
other young boy fooling 
around in the pool pulled 
me under the water and 


towed me along under the 
water for what seemed like 
an age and I’ve never been 
able to cope with it since. 

“The opportunity for our 
young children to have ac¬ 
cess to a pool as far as I’m 
concerned is vitally impor¬ 
tant and you can under¬ 
stand why I feel that way. 

“On behalf of the par¬ 
ents, the children and the 
town can I say a big thank 


you to the swimming pool 
committee ably led by 
Anne-Marie, the numerous 
volunteers and the young¬ 
sters who have worked so 
hard on this project.” 

The pool can be hired by 
members of the commu¬ 
nity through the school. It 
is only four feet deep at the 
deep end and has changing 
areas but no showers.

O NE of Crewk¬ 
erne ’s best known 
shopkeepers, 
Brian Meecham, made his 
final journey on Thursday, 
April 26th, having passed 
away peacefully on April 
18th, aged 78. 

Brian always said he 
would never leave his ter¬ 
raced house in South 
Street until they carried 
him out. Sadly he passed 
away at Yeovil hospital, 
but his family took him 
back home one last time, 
from where he was car¬ 
ried out before his funeral 


at St Bartholomew’s 
Church. 

The big hearted man ran 
Meecham and Son with 
his wife Doreen from that 
same property for more 
than 30 years, selling 
everything from candles 
to custard powder, inspir¬ 
ing comedian and writer 
Ronnie Barker to base his 
Open all Hours comedy 
series on their shop. 

Unlike his grumpy TV 


namesake, however, 
Brian was known not only 
for his accommodating 
business practise, but for 
having a laugh with his 
customers. 

The church was packed 
for the service with fam¬ 
ily, friends, neighbours 
and former customers, all 
with their own stories to 
tell. 

Funeral director, Mike 
Montague, recalled when 


he ran out of meat one 
Christmas holiday, he 
said: “I knew Brian did 
his own ham so I called 
him up on Boxing Day 
and he said ‘that’s alright 
son, come on over’. 
That’s the sort of guy he 
was.” 

From a personal point of 
view, having grown up at 
the Ashlands end of North 
Street, Meecham’s van 
was a thing of wonder, a 
lifeline for my mother 
raising three children at 
home with no car, while 
Dad was at work. 

Coming to our doorstep 
on a regular basis, it was 
a veritable Aladdin’s cave 
on wheels. I was brought 
up knowing that if there 
was something you 
needed for the house, they 
would have it at 
Meecham’s whether it be 
a simple broom or some 
vital little washer, which 
would be produced from 
the dark recesses of the 
van, as if by magic. 

Very rarely did I go to 
the shop itself, the other 
side of town was a long 
way away, but Dad al¬ 
ways took us there for the 
adventure of picking out 
our Christmas tree and it 
was just like the van, 
crammed from top to bot¬ 
tom with everything you 


could possibly need. 

Brian was also a wealth 
of local knowledge 
and when I cov¬ 
ered the severe 
flooding in 
Crewkerne 
of May 
2008, he 
spoke to 
me at 
length 
about his 
thoughts 
on why 
there was 
such se¬ 
vere flood¬ 
ing in the 
town - in his 
opinion exacer¬ 
bated by the exten¬ 
sive housing development 
on Kithill - and how im¬ 
portant the flood plains 
behind South Street were. 

His youngest daughter 
Debra Spurway said it had 
been a difficult week, par¬ 
ticularly for her mother as 
her parents had been 
about to celebrate 58 
years of marriage. But the 
stream of cards and good 
wishes they had all re¬ 
ceived were a great com¬ 
fort. 

She said: “There were 
many people at the wake 
at the Stagecoach, which 
was where dad wanted it 


and had spent many 
happy hours at the bar 
there. And Mike 
Montague pro¬ 
vided a top 
service. 

“We have 
had an as¬ 
tonishing 
amount 
of cards, 
hun¬ 
dreds, 
and so 
many 
people 
have said 
to us ‘he 
made us 
laugh so much 
with his funny 
stories’. 

“I just want to say thank 
you to everyone who 
came to see him off, they 
came from far and wide.” 

With all the talk of im¬ 
proving the high streets 
and towns seeking the 
help of retail guru Mary 
Portas, perhaps there are a 
few who could take a leaf 
out of the history book of 
Meecham and Son. 

A collection for Dia¬ 
betes UK will remain 
open for a month in 
Brian’s memory.

Going Out Gigs 

Alasdair Beatson at 
llminster Arts Centre 


Concerts in the West, April 2012 
Review by Anthony Pither 


THIS was an exquisitely pro¬ 
grammed piano recital played 
to a packed house by one of 
Concerts in the West's favourite 
artists.The highlight was the in¬ 
clusion of Faure's extraordinary 
Preludes Op 103, rarely, if ever, 
heard in their entirety in con¬ 
cert. Harmonies, sounding 
newly-invented by the com¬ 
poser in his later years and 
magically interpreted by Alas¬ 
dair Beatson, created an atmos¬ 
phere in which time often 
stood still. 

Alasdair was good at creating 
this intense rapport with his au¬ 
dience - indeed, his individual 
approach was applied to most 


of the programme. The first 
movement of Mozart's F major 
Sonata, K332, which opened 
the recital, was, in part, spe¬ 
cially phrased, with deliciously 
exaggerated contrasts and so 
much space between phrases. 
This was probably too much for 
strict classicists, but I soon 
moved from shock to being a 
persuaded follower. 

Alasdair was at one with 
Ravel's compact Sonatine; its 
integrated thematic material 
providing an unlikely curtain- 
raiser to Schubert's extraordi¬ 
nary Wanderer Fantasy. For all 
its extrovert nature - Schubert 
letting his hair down with a 


motto theme unifying almost 
every corner of the joined-up 
sonata structure - it was the 
delicate moments, recapturing 
his greatest song tunes, that 
lived in the memory. Time 
standing still again. 

Those who missed this recital 
will be kicking themselves - but 
the next concert in the series 
will be the time to believe in 
the series planners and em¬ 
brace Nick Meier's world of jazz, 
flamenco and oriental music - 
May 18th and 19th.

Any spare change, sir? 


NEW research released today shows that 
motorists are ill-prepared for a puncture, 
with an astonishing 1.3 million (4%) drivers 
admitting they don't even know whether 
they have a spare wheel or not. 

The study, carried out for Kwik Fit, the 
UK's largest automotive repair company, 
found that a million (3%) motorists confess 
to not having any provision whatsoever for 
a flat tyre. With an estimated 8.8 million 
(26%) drivers suffering a puncture each 
year, this could lead to a quarter of a million 
cars being stranded at the roadside in the 
next 12 months. 

And it's not just the rubber that's missing 
in some cars - 10% (2.9 million) of drivers 
who do carry a spare say they don't have 
the necessary tools in their car to change it 
over should a tyre blow. 36% (11.6 million) 
have the tools but admit they don't know 
how to use them when it comes to swap¬ 
ping over a wheel. 6% (1.8 million) are 
short on both fronts and have neither the 
equipment nor knowledge to get a new 
wheel on. 

There also seems to be confusion as a re¬ 
sult of car manufacturers no longer offering 
full size spares as standard on some vehi¬ 
cles. One in ten motorists (3.3 million) who 
have a spare don't know whether it's a full- 
size spare or a low-speed space-saver, 
which could prove hazardous if a blowout 
happens on a long motorway journey. 

Some manufacturers offer neither a full 
size spare or a space saver, instead provid¬ 
ing drivers with a puncture repair kit. Over 
4 million drivers (11%) have a puncture re¬ 
pair kit but the vast majority of them (3 mil¬ 


lion) don't rely on the kit alone and also 
carry a spare, ensuring they are prepared 
for a double puncture. 

Roger Griggs, communications director at 
Kwik Fit, said: "The recent trend amongst 
car manufacturers to offer space-saver 
spares or puncture repair kits instead of 
full-size spare tyres could be the cause of 
this confusion amongst motorists. It's is 
worrying how many drivers don't know 
what provision they have for a puncture, 
but it's even more of a concern to see how 
many have absolutely nothing in their car 
to deal with a deflated tyre. 

"For those who have recently bought a 
second hand car it's also important that 
they assess the condition of the spare - 
there could be damage that isn't obvious at 
a glance, and if it hasn't been checked in a 
while it's likely to be underinflated. 

"There are clearly gaps in knowledge 
around how to change a tyre, and indeed 
many cars are missing tools, which means 
even if a spare is carried some motorists will 
struggle to swap it over. Changing a wheel 
is a skill that all drivers should have, and if 
anyone isn't confident enough to do so 
they can visit their local Kwik Fit centre and 
the team will happily walk them through it." 

Kwik Fit is currently offering 25% off the 
price of all tyres in its centres, so there's 
never been a better time for drivers to get 
their tyres checked or changed, and of 
course, not forgetting the spare.

Smartphone apps creating more 
distraction for young drivers 


Recent survey findings from RoadSafe 
member ingenie®, the car insurance brand 
for young drivers, reveal that 58% of 17-25 
year old drivers agree that smartphone 
apps are causing young people to be more 
distracted at the wheel. 

Ingenie (http://www.ingenie.com) commis¬ 
sioned the survey of 1,000 young drivers, con¬ 
ducted by One Poll, which has uncovered the 
extent of how smartphones andsocial media 
are distracting 17-25 year olds when behind 
the wheel. 

The latest ingenie survey revealed: 

• Over 40% admitted to answering their 
phones while driving without a hands-free set 

• 44% said they had sent a text message, and 
62% said they had read a message while they 
were driving 

• 1 in 6 male drivers under 25 has crashed due 
to mobile phone usage at the wheel 

• One third of under 25s who use Facebook on 
their phone admitted to using it whilst driv¬ 
ing 

• 18% of under 25s who have Draw Something 
on their phone have played the game whilst 
driving - 17% for Angry Birds 

• Hands-free kits encourage 53% more young 
drivers to make longer calls at the wheel 
(longer than 5 minutes) 

The results collected from the survey sug¬ 
gest that the increasing range of apps and 
functionality available on mobile devices is 
contributing to young driver distraction - 
even mobile games, which take a high level of 
concentration are taking young people's at¬ 
tention away from the roads. 

On the growing range of dangerous distrac¬ 
tions created by smartphones, ingenie 


founder and CEO Richard King said, "We're in 
the middle of a perfect storm, where the rapid 
growth of social media and mobile is creating 
a new breed of in-car distraction. We're in¬ 
creasingly using smartphones to occupy our¬ 
selves during down time, but driving is an 
active pursuit and it really does need our full 
attention. As well as not texting or making 
calls, we should all pledge not to tweet, up¬ 
date our status or be tempted by anything 
else our phone has to offer whilst driving." 

King added, "At ingenie we're doing our bit 
to prevent distraction - we won't send driver 
feedback messages to your mobile if we know 
the ignition is on, and when our contact cen¬ 
tre makes outbound calls, the first question 
they'll ask is'are you driving?"' 

ingenie commissioned the survey ahead of 
its #DontDriveDistracted campaign on Twitter 
to reduce road crashes related to driver dis¬ 
traction. The campaign launches on Friday 
27th April with celebrity supporters Gary 
Lineker, Omid Djalili and Williams FI Team 
driver Bruno Senna - each making a pledge 
to cut out distracting behaviour behind the 
wheel. For each person who makes a pledge 
on Twitter to not drive distracted, ingenie will 
donate £1 to RoadSafe to be used by Road- 
Safe to help reduce road deaths and injuries 
by encouraging innovation for the safe design 
and use of roads and vehicles. 

Gary Lineker, Omid Djalili and Bruno Senna 
have each recorded their own video pledge, 
found at http://www.ingenie.com/distraction. 
Drivers across the UK can then either make a 
similar pledge, or write their own, and con¬ 
tribute to ingenie's donation to RoadSafe.

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SCRUM-DOWN RUGBY review of the season with Keith Jenkin 

Chard and Crewkerne set to build 


A T this time of the year I 
generally spend some time 
explaining just why things 
that I have hinted might just 
come to pass in the future, on the 
local rugby scene, have in fact not 
done so. 

I have to say however that I am in¬ 
clined to give myself a little pat on 
the back when referring to the 
CHARD first side. 

I distinctly remember commit¬ 
ting to print 12 months ago that I 
felt they were capable of making 
an impact in the Western Coun¬ 
ties (North) division. I did not in 
my wildest dreams however, re¬ 
alise just how big that impact was 
going to be. 

They were promoted into the 
division after winning a play-off 
and would have entered the fray 
"in fear and trembling" rather, as 
all newly promoted teams do. In 
fact I got the impression that they 
might just have felt a little more 
comfortable had they been pro¬ 
moted into the Western section in 
view of the fact that they knew 
more about the clubs that were 
competing in that one. 

They had no choice in the mat¬ 
ter however and duly entertained 
Gordon League in the first game, 
winning it comfortably enough. I 
watched that one and I remem¬ 
ber leaving the ground thinking 
"Not bad for starters". 

They suffered a reversal imme¬ 
diately afterwards however, 
going down narrowly at Old Cen- 
tralians, a side that was to be 
glued to their coat tails through¬ 
out the second half of the season. 

At this stage their most partisan 
supporter would not have consid¬ 
ered it at all likely that they would 
remain unbeaten for the remain¬ 
der of 2011, but that is exactly 
what happened. 

It was not all plain sailing by any 
manner of means, and they 
played the good old "Get out of 
Jail" card on one or two occasions. 

They had some notable wins 
too however, such as that against 


the threatening Matson side at 
home. A second reversal came 
narrowly at Barton Hill towards 
the end of January, although that 
result was in part, nullified by 
Centralians losing on the same af¬ 
ternoon. Chard had, by now, 
emerged as the league's front 
runners and were there to be shot 
at by all. They held their nerve 
and trusted their method how¬ 
ever, and importantly continued 
to work hard. They did not have 
the easiest of run ins either and 
knew that they could not afford 
too many slip ups if they were to 
emerge as champions. 

In fact they lost just once more, 
when an outstanding defensive 
performance by Matson denied 
them, and the season ended as it 
had begun, when a comfortable 
win at Gordon League in the re¬ 
verse fixture of the season's first 
game put the issue beyond 
doubt, and they emerged as 
champions and will compete at 
the highest level the club has 
achieved so far when they enter 
the South West Division (West) in 
September. 

What does it take for any side to 
achieve promotion in successive 
seasons? I would suggest the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1 . Good players with good skill 
levels, 2. Better fitness levels than 
any opponents, 3. A good spirit 
within the dressing room,4. An 
overall willingness to improve. 

It would appear that Chard have 
all these in abundance and, while 
he can only "dress the players up 
and sent them out" 

I would suggest that coach 
Steve Broome's contribution to 
the success of the last two sea¬ 
sons has been pivotal. 

Skipper Mark Parsons has 
played an important part also and 
I am sure that his colleagues 
much prefer him to be on the 
field rather than sidelined with in¬ 
jury. 

He engenders higher stress lev¬ 
els in himself when watching a 


rugby game in which his team is 
involved than any one else I have 
ever seen. 

Rugby football is very much a 
team game however and the 
"team idiom" should be extended 
well beyond the players, and 
should include tea ladies and 
dressing room sweepers to name 
a few. All have played a part and 
all should take some credit for the 
club's success. 

It was important for the Chard 
club that its second side did not 
get left behind as the playing 
level of its first side improved, and 



they also joined the promotion 
party. To my mind, a club's suc¬ 
cessful first side often rides on the 
back of a successful second team 
and it was important that Chard 
seconds achieved promotion 
from the Somerset League Divi¬ 
sion Two (South). 

They started their season with 
several comfortable wins, and in 
fact their first real test came when 
they faced near neighbours 
Crewkerne at home.They scraped 
home in this one 23-17 only to 
endure something of a shock a 
couple of weeks later when they 


lost to their North Petherton 
counterparts, who were also 
going well at this stage. 

Their winning ways resumed 
and they and North Petherton 
seconds had pulled clear at the 
top of the table by January. On 
the last Saturday in January how¬ 
ever they were beaten 8-5 at Hen- 
hayes and at that time it looked 
odds on that they would have to 
gain promotion via a play off. 

They responded in mid Febru¬ 
ary by beating their main rivals on 
their own paddock however and 
remained unbeaten for the rest of 
their campaign. 

It was tight at the top however 
and North Petherton would have 
been disappointed to lose their 
final game. In the end Chard sec¬ 
onds had to win their last match 
to gain promotion as champions. 
This they did with some comfort, 
and joined the promotion party. 

The Chard third side are a happy 
band. They compete in the Som¬ 
erset Division Three (South). Do 
not take life too seriously, but pro¬ 
vide a very useful introduction 
into league rugby for the young 
and uninitiated. 

In fact, one gets the impression 
that if they rolled their sleeves up 
and flexed their muscles, they 
could win a promotion place. 

As it was they ended the season 
in the division's third place, with 
promotion not being an option. 
They had a lot of fun however, 
and made a few chums along the 
way. 

What happens next season for 
the Chard club? I remember say¬ 
ing 12 months ago that I thought 
that the Chard first side had the 
wherewithal to make an impact 
in its new division. I will reiterate 
that sentiment, and will this time 
include the seconds and thirds 
also. 

There is work to be done how¬ 
ever and no one will be more 
aware of that than one Mr 
Broome. 

CREWKERNE are certainly on 


the up after a few years in the dol¬ 
drums. Under the proactive cap¬ 
taincy of Luke Hill they started the 
season with the avowed intent of 
getting promoted from The Som¬ 
erset league Division Two (South) 
where they played their rugby. 

Emerging clubs do tend to suf¬ 
fer from the occasional inconsis¬ 
tency however, and they were no 
different. In the end they ended 
the season in third place, al¬ 
though they had thrown Chard's 
promotion bid off course, albeit 
temporarily, along the way, and 
had also come close to cramping 
North Petherton's style, going 
down to them by a single point. 

They do suffer from the fact that 
local schools do not play the 
dame, but they are doing some¬ 
thing to combat that. 

They now have a mini rugby 
section and, with their new club 
house at Henhayes being in the 
course of completion, those terri¬ 
ble things "the green shoots of re¬ 
covery" are becoming very 
evident. 

They are a side that has im¬ 
proved as the season has pro¬ 
gressed, and will I think continue 
to do so, for they are, predomi¬ 
nantly anyway, a young outfit. 

They plan to enter a second side 
in league division three next sea¬ 
son and, if their progress contin¬ 
ues, they may well be vying for a 
promotion place next term. 

The Jenkin 50 pence piece has 
not yet been placed to wager on 
them doing so, but the matter is 
under real consideration. 

So! The 2011/2012 season has 
now ended. Mark Parsons can 
now spend considerable time in a 
Radox bath and, in general, play¬ 
ers can get used to being without 
bruises. 

Next season promises to be a 
most interesting one for both 
local sides, and the first league 
games of the 2012/2013 season 
take place, I think, on September 
1 st. Until then, have a good sum¬ 
mer.
